N a s h v i l l e , August 25.—The ne­ 
groes of Pickettsville, six miles from 
Humboldt, last Saturday and Sunday 
threatened a riot on account of some 
supposed wrong done them, and man­ 
ifested a disposition to kill two or 
three citizens and fire and sack the 
town. Yesterday sixteen ring leaders 
were arrested and taken to Trenton 
and placed in jail for safe keeping. At 
1 o’clock this morning between sev­ 
enty-live and one hundred masked 
men entered the town, rode to the 
jail and demanded and compelled the 
delivery of the keys. They then took 
sixteen negres from the jail. 
Two 
were killed and two mortally wounded 
at the edge of town. They then rode 
off with the others, and it is supposed 
killed them. 
Nothing 
has been 
heard from them since. There is con­ 
siderable excitement among the ne­ 
groes, and the whites are taking de­ 
fensive steps, in case of an outbreak.

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The Carpet-Bagger— His Work. 


It 
is not 
true 
that 
the 
acts 
of 
violence 
constantly 
recurring 
at the South are due entirely to the 
ignorance and brutality of the negro. 
It is true th at were he more intelli­ 
gent and more humane it would be 
more difficult to impose on his under­ 
standing and arouse him to deeds of 
violence, but he is not acting on his 
own promptings and obeying his own 
instincts when he asserts his right to 
marry a white woman against the 
wishes of her parents and proclaims 
his resolve to m aintain that right by 
force, if denied by the lady’s family. 
He is simply reiterating what he has 
been taught by the class of individu­ 
als who have to a very great extent 
controlled the affairs of nearly every 
Southern State since the close of the 
war, called “ carpet-baggers.” 
These 
adventurers have educated the negro 
to hate their old masters, and the re­ 
sult is th at those white men who 
would stand the friend and adviser of 
the ignorant colored man, are made to 
appear as his worst enemy. The be­ 
stowal of the right of suffrage on the 
negro was placing in his hands a 
weapon he was more likely to use for 
offensive than defensive purposes, but 
the influence of the carpet-bagger has 
reduced the possibility to a certainty, 
and there is much argum ent to be 
adduced in support of the assumption 
that the negro’s chance for becoming 
an intelligent and useful citizen at 
some period in the far-off future 
would 
have 
been enhanced 
had 
the 
ballot failed 
to 
reach 
him 
during the first hundred years or 
so 
sueceednig 
his 
emancipation. 
W ithout the ballot, he would have 
suffered abuses and grievous wrongs, 
but he would never have m altreated 
himself as he is now doing. He would 
have been the victim of their persecu­ 
tion, but not the dupe of these most 
unprincipled of men. 
His rights 
would have been fewer, but they 
would have been m aintained without 
recource to arms, and the conflict of 
races which he now seems determined 
to bring about would not have trans­ 
pired. So far, the ballot has not done 
a great deal for the negro beyond m ak­ 
ing him the tool of the carpet-bagger 
to the extent of using his power 
against him self and his frie n d s. 


W e a l m o s t despair of ever leading 
the Express into the path of duty. It 
is stiff-necked and obstinate. It is 
narrow-minded and “ narrow between 
the eyes.” We should be ever so well 
pleased to have that paper assist us in 
the task of placing our municipal lo­ 
comotive on the track of progress, but 
we are afraid we cannot depend on it. 
It could not direct and control the pres­ 
ent City Council, and it therefore feels 
called upon to denounce each member 
of that body as a slow coach, compared 
with which an ox cart or the Express 
is a lightning train. We regret this, 
and we hope to record a change in its 
sentiments before m any days. There 
are some progressive men in theCoun- 
•cil. One member, Mr. B e a u d r y , is 
doing more to advance the interests of 
this city in one day than many richer 
men will do in the next decade. 


T h e m anner in which the public 
miud has received and considered the 
B e e c h e r -T i l t o n scandal is so pecul­ 
iar—so unlike the usual reception ac­ 
corded to stained pictures or immodest 
narratives—that a little careful study 
of the domestic panorama will, per­ 
haps, repay the trouble. 
Gilt-edged 
vice is attractive. 
The scarlet wom­ 
an’s hideousness decreases with the 
richness and elegance of her robe. 
The glam our of wealth and position 
so mystifies and clouds the modern 
mind, that rustic virtue fades to in­ 
significance when ranged by the side 
of the city indiscretion. The position 
of Brooklyn’s celebrities softens, al­ 
most palliates, thejenorm ity of an of­ 
fense which would have hurled J a c k 
and G i l l to infam y’s depths and 
turned heavenward the noses of a 
dozen Mrs. G r u n d y s . 


S e v e r a l new and valuable improve­ 
ments have been made by Mr. A l d e n 
on his fruit e vaperator.

improvements have been applied to 
the machines now in use in this State, 
but they will be added to all put up 
hereafter. The five evaporators Mr. 
D a v is will set up in this city in a

appliances and improvements 
added by the inventor. Mr. D a v i s ’ 
evaporators will reach this city about 
the fourth of next month. The build­ 
ing in which they are to be used is 
now in course of construction. 


Fatal Shooting Affray at Hollister. 


H o l l i s t e r , August 23.—About 10 
o’clock this morning a man named 
Tod Robinson, a well-known sport, 
went to the saloon of John Hough, in 
this place, where he met one Gavin, 
alias Tony Harris, a blacksmith. 
A 
few words passed between them,when 
Harris said: “This thing had as well 
be settled now as any tim e;” when 
both parties drew their pistols at the 
same time and commenced firing. 
Tony Harris shot Robinson through 
the breast just below the neck, and 
then threw his derringer at him. The 
hall from Robinson’s pistol passed 
through H arris’ left side, near the 
naval. 
Harris backed into the bil­ 
liard room and dodged behind one of 
the tables. 
Robinson followed, and 
when about half way across the room, 
fired one more shot, which took effect 
in H arris hand, and then fell dead. 
H arris is living in a critical condition, 
but may recover. 
An old grudge is 
the cause of the present difficulty. 


Mining in Southern California. 


Since our last article on this subject 
we have examined the various author­ 
ities on asbcstus, and find it to be one 
of the most valuable minerals known 
and, like everything of great value, 
very scarce. It is susceptible of being 
worked into the finest fabrics; at the 
same time, it is fire-proof. If a suffi­ 
cient quantity can be obtained, the 
United States Government will issue 
the entire paper currency of the coun­ 
try upon paper made of asbestus, as 
well as all documents of great value. 
The grosser qualities of asbestus are 
now being used for W inter fires. A 
few sticks of it placed upon grates 
with a small jet of gas applied to it— 
we mean one burner of the common 
city gas—will burn perpetually. One 
fire of this will last a life-time, and if 
you were not told to the contrary, you 
call it a good old-fashioned hickory 
log fire. Such fires are now being in­ 
troduced into all 
the aristocratic 
dwellings of the East. This creates a 
demand for the article at a price that 
will make the owners of the recent 
discovery we mentioned very wealthy. 
Success to our friends; they are good 
men and deserve it. But we must not 
omit to speak of our oil interest—the 
grandest discovery on the Pacific 
slope. We have conversed w ith the 
merchants in San Francisco who deal 
in kerosene oil. 
One 
firm alone 
shipped to China and Japan last year 
seven hundred and fifty thousand dol­ 
lars worth of oil. This is the trade of 
one house to only two places. W hen 
we consider the num ber of men or 
firms dealing in this article, and th at 
they have half the globe to deal with, 
we can hardly m ake an estimate of 
the value of this trade. It is true, 
Pennsylvania is now furnishing an 
ample supply of oil for all this trade; 
but in estim ating the value of petrol­ 
eum on the Pacific coast we must take 
into account the enormous freight on 
kerosene oil. I t bears a higher freight 
than anything known, except powder 
and nitro-glycerine. Our merchants 
tell us that the cost from San Fran­ 
cisco to Los Angeles Is about ten cents 
per gallon. 
W ith this protection in 
our favor, the amount of oil th at can 
now be gathered from our flowing 
springs is an independent fortune. 
Our oil companies are at w’ork with 
commendable zeal. They are boring 
on one claim, and are down nearly 
two hundred feet, with a prospect of a 
flowing well at a depth of three hun­ 
dred feet. Other companies are being 
formed, and in a few days we expect 
to be able to announce that there are 
two other wells going down. 
This is 
right, if one fails another will strike 
it. The oil has been tested, and all of 
it can be made into the best quality of 
illum inating fluid, and some of it is 
very good lubricating oil in its crude 
state., C a r r e r a s and C h i l d s have 
just returned from Lyon’s Station,and 
they have determined to use the pres­ 
ent refining buildings t o refine oil on 
the C a r r e r a s process, as it can be 
changed at a very small cost to the 
Company. That there is a very large 
supply of petroleum in the San Fer­ 
nando district is known to all oil ex­ 
perts who have seen and examined. 
That it should have remained so long 
in its present undeveloped state, is a 
m atter of wonder to all the strangers 
who have visited it. We are glad to 
have these men of judgment, criticise 
our business men as they do; it stirs 
them up and gives an impetus to a 
grand enterprise.

Lessening Woman’s Work. 


The Scientific American publishes a 
description, with diagrams, of an ap­ 
paratus designed to furnish a simple, 
safe and cheap sewing-machine motor. 
The power used is clock-work, and 
may be attached to any machine. The 
novel parts of the machinery are the 
appliances for securing a uniform ex­ 
ertion of power during the runniug 
down of the clock spring, and for reg­ 
ulating or altogether stopping the 
running of the machine. 
These ap­ 
pliances cannot be described to detail 
without the use of diagrams, but it is 
sufficient to state that in winding up 
the spring a crank is turned which 
winds a chain first around the larges 
portion of a spirally grooved drum, 
and that when the clock-work is set 
in motion it begins to unwind the 
chain from the smaller part of the 
drum. Strong power is thus made to 
act on short levers. A brake, worked 
by the foot regulates the rate of speed 
at which the machinery is run, aud a 
lever terminating in a knob on the 
top of the table, is arranged so as to 
stop the machine at the will of the 
operator. 
The Scientific American 
states that, in a trial of the appara- 
atus, eight turns of the crank made in 
the direction from the operator, wound 
up the spring and set the machine in 
motion at full speed, estimated at 270 
stitches per minute for twenty min­ 
utes. It is estimated that the machine 
would furnish power for continuous 
work for half an hour. 
In the trial 
the needle was driven through many 
thicknesses of muslin or linen. 


Nevada Items. 


All of the Silver City mills are run­ 
ning, full blast, on ore from the Coin­ 
stock and neighboring mines. 
The lumbermen and wood-cutters 
are now very actively engaged every­ 
where among the 
timber ranches 
along the eastern slope of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. 
Good progress is being made in the 
erection of the heavy foundation walls 
of the large new mills of the Consoli­ 
dated Virginia Mining Company. 'I'lie 
principal walls are about completed, 
but there is much heavy stone-work 
yet to be done about the foundation of 
the batteries aud engines. 
Repotts from the new placer mines 
in the Bruneau Mountains state that 
the mines have been greatly overrat­ 
ed. 
Two or three Frenchman have 
been working in the Bruneau region 
for about two iyears, and have made 
small wages—two or three dollars per 
day—and this is about as much as 
anybody can make in any diggings 
yet found in the country. 
A greater amount of prospecting is 
being dane in the western Part of the 
State this season, says the Virvinia 
Chronicle, than is generally supposed. 
It is not confined to a searcti after 
silver-bearing ledges, but coal, cobalt, 
borax, and quicksilver are sought for, 
and some valuable mines have been 
discovered. 


Tilton After the Newspapers. 


B r o o k l y n , August 24tli.—Tilton’s 
counsel is busy to-day preparing com­ 
plaints against various newspapers, 
which, it is claimed, has contained 
libellous articles against Tilton. 
He 
declined to report the course to be pur* 
sued toward the ottending journals, 
but the damages are to be placed at 
$50,000 in each case. The only papers 
now named are the Brooklyn Eagle, 
the New York Tribune and the World. 
Others are to be added to the list. The 
suit against Beecher will be pressed 
first.

Every person who, by force, 
throats, menaces, bribery, or any corrupt 
m eans, either directly or indirectly, attem pts 
to influence any elector in giving his vote, in­ 
to deter him from giving tiie suine, or at­ 
tem pts by any m eans whatever to awe, re­ 
strain, hinder or disturb uny elector in tlie 
free exercise of the right of suffrage, or fur­ 
nishes any elector wishing to vote, who can­ 
not read, with a ticket, inform ing or giving 
such elector to understand that it contains a 
nam e written or printed thereon different 
from the num e which is w ritten or printed 
thereon, or defrauds any elector at any such 
election, by deceiving and causing such elect­ 
or to vote for a different person for any office 
that lie intended or desired to vote for; or 
who, being Inspector, Judge or Clerk of any 
election, while acting us such, induces, or at­ 
tem pts to induce, any elector, either by m en­ 
ace or reward, or prom ise thereof, to vote dif­ 
ferently from w hat such elector intended or 
desired to vote, he is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
S ec. 54. Every person who, with Intent to 
promote tlie election of him self or any oilier 
person, either: 
1. Furnishes entertainm ent at his expense 
to an m eeting of electors, previous to, or dur­ 
ing any election; 
2. Pays for, procures, or engages to pay for 
any such entertainm ent; 
3. Furnishes orengagesto pay or deliver any 
money or property for Ihe purpose of procur­ 
ing the attendance of voters at the polls, orfor 
the purpose of com pensating any person for 
procuring attendance of voters at the polls, 
except for tho conveyance of voters who ure 
sick or infirm ; 
4. Furnishes or engages to deliver any money 
or property for any purpose intended to pro­ 
mote the election of any candidate, except for 
the expenses of holding and conducting pub­ 
lic meetings for the discussion of public ques­ 
tions, and of printing and circulating ballots, 
handbills anil other papers previous to such 
election;—Is guilty ol a misdemeanor. 
S e c . 55. Every person who, being a candi­ 
date at such election, offers or agrees to ap­ 
point or procure the appointm ent of any par­ 
ticular person to offices as ail inducem ent or 
consideration to any person to vote for, or 
procure or aid In procuring the election of 
such candidate, is guilty of a misdemeanor. * 
S ec. 5(1. Every person, not being a candi­ 
date, who com m unicates any offer m ade in 
violation of the last section to any person,with 
Intent to Induce him to vote for or to procure 
or aid In procuring tho election of the candi­ 
date m ilking the offer, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
S ec. 57. (§81, 85, 86). Every person who 
gives or offers a bribe to any officer or m em ber 
of any legislative caucus, political conven­ 
tion, com m ittee, prim ary election,or political 
gathering of any kind held for the purpose of 
nom inating candidates for offices of honor, 
trust or profit in this State, with Intent to in­ 
fluence the person to whom such bribe is 
given or offered to be more favorable to one 
candidate than another, and eveiy person 


m em ber of either of the bodies in this section 
mentioned, who receives or offers to receive 
any such bribe, is punishable by Im prison­ 
ment in the State Prison not less than one nor 
more than fourteen years. 
S ec. 58. Every person who by threats, In­ 
tim idations, or unlawful violence, wilfully 
hinders or prevents electors from assem bling 
In public m eeting for the consideration of 
public questions, is guilty of a m isdemeanor. 
S ec. 5‘J. Every person who w ilfully disturbs 
or breaks up any public meeting of electors or 
others, lawfully being held forthe purpose of 
considering public questions, Is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
H e p . 00. Every person who m akes, offers, or 
accepts any bet or wager upon the result of 
any election, or upon the success or failure of 
any person or candidate, or upon the num ber 
of votes to be cast either In tiie aggregate or 
for any particular candidate, or upon the vote 
to be cast by any person, is guilty of n misde­ 
meanor. 
S e c . 61. Every person who wilfully violates 
any oftho provisions of tiie laws ol this State 
relating to elections Is, unless a different pun­ 
ishm ent for stieh violation is prescribed by 
this Code, punishable by a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by im prisonm ent In 
ttip State Prison not exceeding five years, or 
both. 
sec. 62. Every person who prints any ticket 
not in conformity with section one thousand 
olio hundred and ninety-one of tlie Polltlcul 
Code, or who circulates orgives to another any 
ticket, knowing at the tim e tlm t such ticket 
does not conform to the provisions of section 
one thousand one hundred and ninety-one of 
tho l’ol It leal Code, Is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
Extracto from Election La». 
S e c . 1192. No ticket or ballot m ust, on the 
day of election, lie given or delivered to or re- 
ceised by any person, except the Inspector,ir 
a Judge acting us Inspector, wltliiu one him 
dred feet of the polling place. 
SEC. 1193. No person m ust, on tho day of 
election, fold any ticket or unfold any ballot 
which he inteiins to use in voting, w ithin one 
hundred feet of the polling place. 
S ec. 1104. No person m ust, on ihe day 
election, witlilu one hundred fleet of the poP 
ing place, exhibit to another, In any m anner 
liy which the contents thereof m ay become 
known, any ticket or ballot which lie intends 
to use In voting. 
S e c. 1195. No person m ust, on tlie day of 
election, within one hundred feet of tho poll­ 
ing niece, request another person to exhibitor 
disclose the contents of any ticket or ballot 
whiell such other person intends to use In vot­ 
ing. 
s e c . HOG. No ballot m ust bo used at an 
election, or circulated on the day of any elec­ 
tion, having any m ark or thing on the back 
or outside thereof whereby It might be distin­ 
guished from any oilier Imllot legally used on 
the sam e day. 
s e c . 1197. No ballot or ticket m ust be used 
or circulated on the day of any election hav­ 
ing any m ark or thing thereon by or from 
which it eiin.be ascertained w hat person, or 
what class of persons used or voted it, or at 
what tim e in t lie day such ballot was voted or 
used. 
S e c . 1198. Every ticket, when used as a bal­ 
lot,m ust be folded crosswise from the center, 
and as follows: If twelve Inches long, tour 
tim es; if eighteen Inches long, five tim es, and 
if twenty-four inches long, five tim es, and 
m ust be pressed flat. 
Sec. 1109. No ticket must bo folded in a 
m anner to indicate Its contents when used as 
a ballot. 
And it Is further ordered that ten days’ no­ 
tice lie given of such election by posting at 
each place of holding such election a copy of 
the foregoing proclam ation.
